markably useful metal is now being 
produced in this country in large aud 
constantly increasing quantities. Ten 
years ago no pure aluminium was man 
nfactured in the United States, and in 
Europe it was produced at a cost that 
rendered it valueless to the mechanical 
world. Today it is the rival, and the 
successful rival, of both copper anc 
steel. In 1896 the United States alone 
produced 1,300,000 pounds of the crude 
metal, a third of the total output of the 
world. In 1886 the market price of the 
metal was $1 an ounce; today it is less 
than 50 cents a pound. 
Aluminium is an exceedingly abun 
dant element in nature. 
It is obtained 
in the form of an oxide of bauxite, of 
which there are largo deposits in this 
country.—Brooklyn Citizen.

Though she be­ 
longed to the world, Evanston was 
more her home than any other city, 
and the residents of the suburb have 
always believed that their claim on 
her was superior to any other. North­ 
western university, of which she was 
dr Bt a graduate and later an instructor 
it there, and there too her parents, her 
mother and her sister died, 
Last Rites In Evanston, 
The service^ will be held in the First 
Methodist church, of which she re­ 
mained a member to the last and in 
which aho worshiped less than six 
weeks ago. 
Details have not been 
completed. 
It was not known last 
night who would conduct the services 
in Willard hall or at Evanston. 
Rev. 
Dr. Frank M. Bristol, pastor of the 
First Methodist ohurch, will undoubt­ 
edly be a chief officiating clergyman, 
and Bishop Merrill of the Methodist 
church will probably also assist.
